Hampered by lagging atten- 
dance, unfilled positions, a skele- 
ton @ enda and lack of formality, 
the meéetifig exemplified what As- 
sociated Students President Ran- 
dy Smith called “my fault.” 


Interviewed at the close of 
Wednesday’s meeting, President 
Smith admitted his failure “for 
not appointing enough cabinet 
members” and cited lagging cab- 
inet interest as directly attribut- 
able to general lack: of cabinet 
interest from the beginning of 
the semester. 


Including Smith and ASSAC

SAC Legislators Elevate 
Fuentes To Justice Post 


The Supreme Court of Santa 
Ana College gained a new 
Associate Justice Monday with 
the elevation of Tom Fuentes to 
the high court bench by the 
ASSAC Senate. 


The appointment of Fuentes, 
made last week by ASSAC Presi- 
dent Randy Smith, was confirm- 
ed by the legislators following 
the reading of a letter from 
Fuentes to the body by Vice 
President Harold Dunham. 


In the letter Fuentes stated, 
“I hold the appointment as an 
honor and sincerely pledge to 
serve to the best of my capabil- 
ities if your pleasure be the ap- 
proval of the appointment.” 


Fuentes, who currently is 
chairman of the Young Republi- 
cans club on the SAC campus, is 
a member of the El Don staff. A 
freshman journalism major, he 
was elected as a write-in to the 
Senate in the spring election but 
was unable to accept the post be- 
cause of a class conflict at that 
time. 


Following the appointment, 
Fuentes commented, “It will in- 
deed be a pleasure: to serve the 
student body in the Supreme 
Court and to join the fine jus- 


tices we now have on hte beach.” 

In other business, the Senate 
filled three vacancies in their 
own chambers with the approval 
of appointments of three new 
Senators. 


Awarded seats in the legisla- 
ture were Brian Hill, Cynthia 
Hubbard, and former Senator 
Robert Ness. Ness regained his 
seat after having served in the 
spring semester last year but be- 
ing absent in the fall. 


Also in the Monday session, 
the SAC solons appropriated 
$200 from the student body 
assemblies account for participa- 
tion in a booking service to ac- 
quire talent for campus shows 
and lectures.

The world-wide group feels 
that it “speaks for the young 
generation of citizens who want 
to demonstrate a love of country 
and an enthusiasm to give their 
lives.to great aims and purposes.” 

To spread the word of their 
idea Moral Re-armament utilizes 
three methods; a magazine titled 
Pace, a Sing-Out program tour- 
ing campuses of the nation and 
the ‘world, and world reknowned 
speakers. 

_Pace a monthly publication, 
emphasizes these “youth on the 
move.” 

“EXCITING LIFE” 

*“T think there are a lot of 
magazines that can give sensa- 
tion and success,” Robert Flem- 
ing, Pace editor explained, ‘“‘but 
our-whole aim is an attempt to 
architect an exciting life that is 
really going to work.” 

The Sing-Out, an extension of 
the idea, travels across the na- 
tion singing the philosophy in a 
moving beat. The group has been 
invited by leaders of many of the 
major nations to tour their coun- 
tries. 

- GREAT RESPONSE 

Returning this week from a 
successful three week tour 
through Hawaii, the Sing-Out is 
currently traveling across the na- 
tion to appear in Washington, 
D.C. Last year the group per- 
formed to national statesmen in 
the capitol. The response was so 
gréat:that 160 Senators and Con- 
gressmen invited the cast for a 
return performance. 

The world of Moral Re-arma- 
ment is being carried by such 
dedicated speakers as the late 
Peter Howard. Howard appeared 
before many state legislatures, 
international leaders, and U.S. 
campus audiences. 

No member of the idea is paid 
for their services. “I have not 
had a salary in 20 years,” one 
leader of the finance staff re- 
lated. 

The whole idea and dedication 
of Moral Re-armament can be 
expressed in one of its livliest 
songs from which the title was 
taken from Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer when he addressed 
Sing-Out ’66 in West Germany— 
“Keep Young at Heart!”

SA Mountain Climbers 
Sight Everest Summit 


A report has just been releas- 
ed indicating that the first team 
of Santa Ana College students 
are within 678 feet of reaching 
the top of Mt. Everest, on the 
border of Tibet and Nepal in the 
Himalayas. 

Shortwave radio contact was 
made last night about 11:30 p.m. 
PST and college officials spoke 
with the leader of the expedition 
for several minutes before radio 
contact was lost because of what 
was believed to be a severe blizz- 
ard moving across Nepal. 

Two teams of SAC students 
were flown to the small village of 
Katmandu, Nepal at the southern 
base of 29,028 foot Mt. Everest 
in late January of this year. 
They secured a group of Nepa- 
lese Sherpa tribesmen as their 
guides and porters Jan. 20 and 
started the ascent up the south

The climbers also revealed in 
last night’s radio transmission 
that they would probably wait 
until approximately March 29 to 
ascend the last 600 feet because 
of difficulty setting up their last 
base camp at that extreme eleva- 
tion. 

In the first radio contact made 
with the climbers, they revealed 
that during the first week they 
experienced severe temperature 
changes, but the atmosphere 
cleared after the second week. 

The next scheduled transmis- 
sion with the climbers is set for 
12:45 a.m. PST, at the top of Mt. 
Everest, if they achieve the final 
height.

Committee Intends To Block 
President’s Lottery Program

Flush the gold fish down the 
toilet, Uncle Sam needs a fish 
bowl. 

Or he did until Tues., March 
7, when Democratic leaders of 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee decided to attempt a block 
of President Johnson’s lottery 
draft program by offering an- 
other alternative to existing 
draft policies. 

This block was initiated after 
the President asked Congress 
Monday to extend the present 
draft law for four years, and put 
the draft on a lottery basis. 

Without action by Congress- 
men who had not had a defer- 
ment could not be drafted after 
the June 30 expiring date even 
though they were in class 1A. 
Men who had been deferred but 
were in 1A on June 30 would 
still be subject to call. 

In essence, here is how it will 
work. 

Each year there will be a lot- 
tery pool containing the names of 
all eligible 19-year-olds plus old- 
er men whose deferments expir- 
ed in that particular year. The 
names will be ranked under the 
“FAIR” system and will be in- 
ducted in order, as needed.
